This matter was called to our attention on Saturday October 2, 1976, by a group 
of parents and was of such a nature that it required immediate action in order 
to keep the situation from getting out of hand. Following the varification 
of information, Mr. Leiand was called in to the branch office of the Boy 
Scouts of America in Billings Montana, where he resides, and the following 
statement was read to hira by Scout Executive Robert A. Hanawalt. 

"The Boy Scoats of America is a membership organization. The Boy Scouts of 

America maintains the right to allow or not allow adults to be members 

or leaders of the organization. Information has very recently come to us of 

such a nature as to cause us to detennine that your membership in the Boy 

Scouts of America is no longer acceptable and we are recommending to the corporation 

that it be terminated. 

It ttfould be our most earnest suggestion that you submit a letter of resignation 
as Scoutmaster to the Minister of the church that sponsors your troop, and to 
your Oistrict Chairman as Scout Chairman and Merit Badge Counselor, and then 
refrain from any further contacts with the Scoutiag Movement. This, I ara sure 
will save embarrassment on both your part and ours".
